Solid Comfort and Good Advice. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
York American coogrnlulutes his party greatly 
in view of the results of the late elections, by 
which they have been beaten ir. sixteen of the 
nineteen States they carried ill 1840:

What has a majority availed the Whigs iu lbs 
present Congress, hut lo saddle them with a ro$ 
spousibility which they cotihl not discharge?— 
which, regularly circumvented by the Execu¬ 
tive, they had no ability to meet or discharge? 
The honor and applause of h!I that was gocgl 
has been taken from them—the responsibility 
ni«l llie odium of whatever was wrong, nega¬ 
tively or affirmatively, has been saddled upon 
them. 

While the Administration continues, which 
will extend through the whole period of the 
next Congress, we desire to see no Whig ma¬ 
jority, which, w about the efficient power of 
majorities, will be condemned to bear the re¬ 
sponsibility.’ 

If our Whigfi tends in Massachusetts,Maine, 
New Hampshire, and Connecticut would only 
take this hint, ami help us elect our whole Lib¬ 
erty ticket, it would be a very wise tiling, and 
go further to show that they are really *the most 
favorable to our cause,’ than hundreds of honi¬ 
ed newspaper editorials, put forth on the eve of 
an election, to be followed by abuse and con¬ 
tempt afterwards. 


The Oregon question has occupied much of 
the time of the United Stales Senate. With 
the exceirtac-n of the nine southern senators,the 
slaveholding members were opposed to assert¬ 
ing exclusive sovereignty. There are two rea¬ 
sons for this—slavery cannot live in the lati¬ 
tude of Oregon, so that its occupancy will 
prove adverse, rather than favorable to the 
slave power ; and then, it is essential to the 
security of slavery, that nothing be done, to 
embroil us in a war with Great Britain. It is 
instructive to see the exemplary fear, in which 
southern members stand of the British Lion,— 
Calhoun and McDuffie have both deprecated 
any movement on the subject; and the latter 
particularly has spoken most severely against 
it. Since Calhoun is to be a candidate of the 
democratic party, it would not do for the Ohio 
Statesmen to open the battery against him, but 
McDuffie has fallen under censure. ‘We are 
surprised,’ says the Statesman, ‘at the course 
Mr. McDuffie has taken on the Oregon ques- 
tisn. In the west, no question is of deeper 
interest. We are mortified that any senator 
should take the British side of the question.’

(X3” The following poem was originally 
pnblished by us in the Cincinnati Journal, 
while connected with that print, some ten years 
ago.

knowledge with flowers instead of thorns, 
and in securing the young a-pirant from all 
that is corrupt and debase, and leading him 
through pleasant walks to the heights ol 
knowledge and usefulness.

ARRIVAL OF THE ACADIA. 
Twenty-five days Later from Europe. 

The Steam P..ckei Ship Acadia, Capt 


Rjrtc, arrived at Boston Sunday morning a: 
half past 10 o’clock, having left Liverpool 
at 1 o’clock on the 5th. She has made her 
passage iu less than 15 days,and has brought 
37 passengers. 

London papers to the evening of Februa¬ 
ry 4, are receiled. The topics of chiel in¬ 
terest, which occupy the latest papers, are 
the opening of the session of Parliament, 
which took place on lire tliitd, and the 
Queen’s speech, which is a document ol 
more titan Usual interns,for one of the kind. 
The addresses moved hi reply, in each 
House were adopted without division, and 
w itlio'ut any proposition to amend, hut after 
an itiieresiiiig debate, in which various top¬ 
ics underwent a setutiny. 

In the House of Lords, the address was 
moved by the Enl ol lVwis, and seconded 
by the Earl ol Egliuton iu neat speeches, jn 
which the policy ol the administration on tlx- 
various points alluded to ill tile speech was 
reviewed. The Marquis of Luid-doun. 
followed, and made some exceptions to pails 
ol ihe speech, and ceriain points of mints ' - 
rial policy. He found fault with the Amer¬ 
ican treaty in regard both to the boundary, 
and the question ol search. lie alluded also 
in terms ol censure lo thu corn law ol Ihe 
last session, and to a passage ol the speech 
relating to the affairs ol China. The Duke 
of Wellington replied, on all the points, bo h 
speakers complimenting iu high terms Lord 
Ashburton, and the D.-ke expressing the 
opinion that the arrangement he had mil ‘ 
was “mo-1 satisfactory to the country.”- 
Lord Biottgham followed, in vindication ol 
(lie American treaty, winch he considered 
not only satisfactory but of great import; 
to the interests of the country, and to 
interests of mankind al large. He rl 
also at length on the question of search and 
on tlie affairs of the ca-t. The Eat! of Auk- 
lainl, Lord Colchester, Lord Ashburton,and 
several others followed ill the debate, which 
was continued until 3 o’clock ill the morn¬ 
ing. The address was agreed to and order¬ 
ed to be printed. 

In the House of Commons, Ihe address 
was moved by Viscount Courtney, and sec¬ 
onded by Mr. YV. P. S. Mill-. Mr. C.YVood 
followed, and alluded particularly lo the A- 
mericau Treaty, and to the question ol 
search, as it is spoken of in the President’.- 
Annual Message. He alluded also to the 
Corn laws, and the state of the Exchange. 

Sir Robert Peel replied. YVe can give 
room to a part only of what he says in ref¬ 
erence fp the treaty, and the question ol 
search and Visitation, lie said—

It is simply a right to satisly 
Ihe party, who has a legitimate interest in 
knowing the truth, that the vessel actually is 
w hat her colors announce.’

knowing this, I am the more surprised at the 
claim now set up by the President of the Uni 
ted,States. Therefore, sir. it will he my duty,in 
the face of the public, expressing deep regret 
that there sln-uld appear tube any difference (■! 
opinion oil this topic, explicitly lo declare that 
we have not waived one of the princip'es con¬ 
tended for by my noble friend (die Earl of Ah 
ertleen) in his despatch of December, 1841 ; 
and it is further my duty to declare that that 
despatch has remained lo the present hour un¬ 
answered by the government of the United 
States. 1 know, 1 think loo well of vt ltat is 
the ability, and vvliat the keenness of a Secre¬ 
tary of Smie in the United States, to believe 
that il doctrines so important as those advanced 
ill the despatch could lie questioned, it would 
have been permitted to remain fourteen mouths 
unanswered and acknowledged, had ii been 
ihotiglll wise to cuutest those principles [hear,

PROFITABLE SPECULATION. 

The Mas-achusetts Legislative. —On 
Thursday a resolve was passed hy the Sen¬ 
ate authorizing the Treasurer to canci-l ot 
oive up certain notes ol E. Junes, YV. & G 
Tuckerman, Janies Read, &c. which were 
given in 1835 for Eastern Lands.

men. In 1835 they purchased « lownshij 
of land in the State of Maine belonging n 
Massachusetts, for which they agreed to pay 
840,000 part io cash and part notes bearing 
m ter si secured as is usual iu such cases by 
the land itsell. Complying with the terms 
of lire contract the purchasers have paid 
rout time to time, over $31,000 and all but 
one of the patties have become bankrupt.— 
They have received about $500 for timber, 
which they have cut from these lands, but 
could not do much more, as they louud 
examine ion that file land was uoi, worth 
vvhat it was represented lo be. They 
come before the Legislature and ask to have 
the notes which they have not paid give 
ti) them on their giving up the laud to 
State, and in the pleutitude of its mercy the 
State will probably accede to their requests 
al’er having made a fair business profit out 
of ihem of more than thirty thousand dol-
